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DETAILED ACTION 
Double Patenting 

1. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long/, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 
1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re Vogel, 422 
F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 
644 (CCPA 1969).

2. Claim 61 is rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 14 of U.S. Patent No. 7,095,981. Although 
the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other 
because the claims disclosed similar limitation. 

Claim 61 of the current applicant disclose essentially the same elements of the 
receiver apparatus as that found in claim 14 of the patent and differ from the patent in 
that the current application does not specifically disclose that the system uses infrared. 
However, it would have been obvious to an artisan of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to use infrared as a way to communicate data signals in order 
to provide portability and overcome limitations imposed by RF signal. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9, 11-21, 23-28, 45-48, 50-54, 56-60, 69-74 and 79-92 are allowed. 

4. Claims 62-68 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims.
